The second thought which is 
the surety of death, is made true 
in the last phrase of our text, 
where it is. mentioned, “Then 
vanisheth away.” We under- 
stand that when anything is 
vanished away it is gone, and 
when life has vanished away we 
speak of it as death. I feel sure 
that no one can offer any denial 
to the truths that are contained 
in this theme and text. 

Therefore, we will take up 
two thoughts, and deal with 
them separately, first the un- 
certainty of life and second the 
surety of death. 

In the estimation of the world 
and the courts of our country, 
life is the highest valued thing 
in existence of this day. 

Most any.man will glady see 
all of his property taken and 
throwed out on this cold hexrt- 
ed world without a dollar or a 
friend; or go behind the prison 
bars for the helance of his life 
and do the very hardest labor, 
before he would give up his life. 
But, after all the love man may 
have for his life, and the good 
care he may take of it, it is but 
‘. vapour, and subject to vanish- 
ing away from the hot sun of 
time most any minute. I am 
zoing to give the devil honor for 
telling one truth, when he said 
to the Lord in reference to Job. 
“All that a man hath will he 
give for his life,” and some of 
these times though against his 
will at the summons of God, he 
will have to give his life as all 


done. 

Doubtless when James made 
this comparison of life that is 
set forth in this text, his mind 
reflected upon the time when 
many of his friends, loved ones, 
and-relatives were clear to his 
earthly vision, but now had 
vanished away, and he knew 
nothing else to illustrate it bet- 
ter than the vapour that would 
arise from the brooks and 
creeks of Judea when the sun 
was up, vanished away and no 
one hardly knew when or where 
it went. For what is your life? 
It is truly something that is van- 
ishable and soon to disappear, 
as David has said, “One genera- 
tion shall praise thy works to an- 
other, and shall declare thy 
mighty acts.” In David’s day, 
many generations had come and 
gone and declared the mighty 
acts of God and had passed on 
to their longed for, home. 

We are now in the world 
which we might term as a dress- 
ing room to prepare . for the

TITHE SYSTEM 


We have received a number 
of inquiries with reference to 
provision of the Tithe System 
now in effect, therefore, we feel 
it our duty to advise our mem- 
bers and friends of the provision 
of the System, in order that 
they go forward and discharge 
their duty along this line with- 
out being embarrassed with any 
uncertainty or questions. Since 
the Tithe System reverted back 
to a former system, July 15, 
1922 pending the decision of the 
following Assembly, which de- 
cided to let it remain ac- 
cording to the system re- 
verted to and which remains 
in effect at this time. For 
a full explanation of the System 
reverted to I herewith quote a 
paragraph of an article explain- 
ing the provisions of the Tithing

Mrs. J. S. Griffith, in her maiden- 
hood, Miss Florence Nightingale Shaw. 
was born near Rosswell, Indiana
